First, I'd like to say we are so very ap- 
preciative that your organization was 
willing to shine a spotlight on Jerrin 
Hickman’s case (“Justice for Jerrin,” 
EW6/9). Eugene Weekly is the only news 
media outlet that was willing to publish 
an article (from the center), which in- 
cluded any consideration or mention 
of his family. For that, we are thankful! 
I’ve been told by many family members, 
friends, supporters and others who 
took the time to read the article, that it 
is very well written. 

I agree with their opinions, it is well 
done. However, there is one thing that 
continues to be a problem for me: the ski 
mask. It was a distraction, a diversion, 
used by prosecutor Rod Underhill to 
shift attention away from a major hurdle 
for him in the case — the gun. Underhill 
said in his opening statement, “I cannot 
put the gun in Mr. Hickman’s hand.” 

The bigger question now is, how and 
why did the Oregon Supreme Court re- 
instate the ruling overturned by the 
Oregon Court of Appeals? This is a very 
relevant topic for discussion. Moreover, 
when I consider the statement made 
by this judicial body in 2020 about how 
they intend to review their biases where 
people of color are the subject, and make 
corrections, and do better going forward 
—Jerrin fits their exact definition, yet he 
remains convicted and in prison. 

I'll close by saying Jerrin has three 
pending actions: his appeal being man- 
aged by attorney Jed Peterson; a com- 
plaint against Underhill with the Oregon 
State Bar Association; and a petition 
under the Recovery After Misconduct 
Act of 2022. 

At some point, enough will be done to 
get Jerrin released from prison, get his 
life back and get his return to his family 
and friends.

Civilized, 
All Too 
Civilized 


A RETURN TO PRIMITIVE LIVING 
TO AVOID CATASTROPHE 


‘e want to be seen as “civilized,” 
not looked down uponas “primi- 
tive.” But what ifwe have this the 
wrong way round? 

For 99 percent of our time 
as a human species, from Homo 
erectus to Homo sapiens, we were 

primitive, living in face-to-face band societies without 
war, patriarchy, the ruin of the natural world, hierarchy 
and domestication. We took the wrong path. 

But of course, people argue, there's no going back. In 
atalk to a University of Oregon audience a few months

ago, Potawatomielder and botanist Robin Wall Kimmerer 
refuted the “can’t go back” mantra. We can and must go 
back, along ancestral paths, she declared. 

Joseph Tainter's invaluable The Collapse of Complex 
Societies shows why we can't go forward. Most simply stated, 
civilizations outrun their carrying capacity, their suste- 
nance. They are parasites that consume their hosts. This 
one last global civilization is doing just that. Built on tech- 
nology and capital, it is failing on every level, in every area. 

If the future isn't somehow primitive there won't be 
afuture. Do we choose life or the onrushing death spiral 
of civilization? 

One of Freud's later works is Civilization and its Discon- 
tents, mainly focused on domestication, civilization's core 
institution and orientation. Some species are tamed and 
domesticated and are more or less able to endure their servi- 
tude. For humans, Freud argued, it's different. Domestica- 
tion's condition of unfreedom is for us a wound that does 
not heal. It is the source of neurosis, the basic cause of our 
unhappiness. The cure is as obvious as it is radical: Remove 
this cornerstone of immiseration. Freud shrank from the 
solution, while articulating its inescapable bottom line. 

As civilization crumbles, everything within its force 
field is being affected, being brought down. Youth mental 
health is in tatters against the backdrop of rising suicide 
rates, increasing opioid deaths, mass shootings, wide- 
spread homelessness and overall hopelessness. Friend- 
ships, too, fray under the pressure. 

The physical environment, as we all know, is a paral- 
lel catastrophe, e.g. warming, rising, full-of-plastic seas; 
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global overheating; universal air pollution; unprecedented 
species extinction; severe and erratic weather, etc. 

The domesticators and civilizers have extended 
destruction and control. The breadth and depth of 
control are ever greater, from nanotechnology to surveil- 
lance society. Genocidal invaders decimated the Native 
population, declaring “Civilization” and “Progress” while 
making a graveyard. 

The Dead Zone of technological society extends the 
world’s destruction and our captivity. Place and pres- 
ence are harder to come by, as the machine provides 
representation instead of life. Much has been replaced, 
refined — possibly society itself. 

In 1950, mathematician Alan Turing predicted that 
in 50 years the question wouldn't be how much more 
human that technology has become, but how technified 
humans have become. 

Freud saw what damage domestication/civilization 
does to humankind, but couldn't face the answer. Health 
in the face of cancer simply means an end to the cancer; 
the same goes for civilization. 

As Kimmerer counseled, we must go back along the 
ancestral paths. Rewilding, decolonization, de-domes- 
tication lead us there. Anti-authoritarian means anti- 
civilization. A mammoth undertaking, but the alternative 
is to keep going down a clearly suicidal road.

romJuly15 to 24, some of the fastest humans 
in the world will run and compete in Eugene 
for the 2022 World Athletics Champion- 
ships. It’s an event that will attract a large 
group of people to Oregon, and with time 
running out to plan, the state, the city and 
local transit agencies are speeding along to 
allow fans to spend time in Eugene without a car. 

With tens of thousands of people in attendance for 
the World Athletics Championships, aka Oregon22, in 
Eugene, the city is trying to get visitors to rely on bikes, 
e-scooters, foot and mass transit to get around Eugene 
to avoid traffic jams. And with so many spectators stay- 
ing in hotels outside of Eugene, the state is arranging for 
shuttles to and from those areas, as well as the airport. 

The city’s and Lane Transit District’s transit plans 
may have an impact on residents. The city is asking for

riots and Portland’s TriMet to provide a shuttle service 
that runs from those cities to Hayward Field, says Liz 
Merah, a spokesperson for the Governor’s Office. 

Merah says the Governor’s Office doesn’t know how 
much that shuttle service will cost, but the state has 
covered most of Eugene’s and LTD’s services. Rhodes 
says the state has provided technical assistance with 
logistics and some financial assistance. At its June 15 
board of directors meeting, LTD staff said the agency 
would seek reimbursement from the state for its increased 
services, about $60,000. 

To encourage ridership on LTD’s EmX, which runs 
from Springfield’s Gateway area to Main Street Spring- 
field to west Eugene, the agency is increasing the route 
frequency, spokesperson Pat Walsh says via email. LTD 
normally cuts the frequency of the EmX during summer 
when students are gone, but it’ll have a higher frequency 


Bradley says LTD’s Board of Directors could offer free 
rides for all riders, and that waiving fares only for visitors 
begs the question whether it’s a fair policy for all riders. 

Johnson said at the June 15 board meeting that 
LTD considered having free fare for all riders, but was 
concerned about homeless people. “We’ve got a pretty 
big homeless population that if we give free fares to 
everyone, they'll like hanging out on our buses quite 
a bit,” Johnson said. “We’re trying to control that toa 
certain degree.” 

Although many visitors will be traveling to the Eugene 
Airport, Walsh says LTD will not have a route that runs 
out there. But the agency is working with transit partners 
to provide a bus service between hotels and the airport. 

While in Eugene, in addition to LTD bus services, 
Rhodes says the city has the infrastructure to support 
people getting around town without a car. And the city 
is developing a map for visitors that portrays 
the multi-use pathways similarly to a subway

residents to minimize driving time and offer their bikes 
to visitors. And Amalgamated Transit Union Division 
757 Executive Officer Bill Bradley says LTD’s fare policy 
benefitting visitors for the championships isn’t fair for 
resident riders impacted by possible crowded buses. 

Eugene residents are familiar with high congestion 
during sporting events or University of Oregon events, 
says Shane Rhodes, Eugene’s transportation options 
program manager, who’s involved with planning for the 
city’s transit during the games. Although the games will 
attract a similar number of fans as an Oregon Duck foot- 
ball game, Autzen Stadium is better suited 
for it, he says; its parking lot is larger than 
what’s available at Hayward Field. 

“We are encouraging people to bike, walk 
and take transit during that time,” Rhodes 
says. “It’s its own type of event that we have 
never seen in Eugene.” 

The Oregon22will have alarger media pres- 
ence than the U.S. Olympic Trials or football 
games, Rhodes says. Because many fans will 
have lodging outside of Eugene, the city has 
to look for ways to get people to Eugene’s 
University District from those cities, he adds 
— without using cars. 

Much of the transit planning for the World 
Athletics Championships began a few months ago, Brad- 
ley notes. Gov. Kate Brown’s office brought together a 
group of people to plan logistics for the international 
championships, he says. Just six months ago, Bradley 
adds, many thought that Oregon22 would not have a 
large attendance due to COVID-19. 

To minimize vehicle traffic on highways as well as in 
Eugene, the state brought together LTD, Salem’s Cher- 
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during the World Athletics Championships, as the event 
is an “all hands on deck event for all LTD employees,” 
he says. 

At aJune15LTD Board of Directors meeting, interim 
General Manager Mark Johnson said that no employees 
— especially bus operators — are allowed to take vaca- 
tion time during the championships. 

Walsh says LTD has enough bus operators to deal 
with the increased routes. But morale of bus operators 
has been low, according to Bradley. With about 172 bus 
operators on staff, most are still having to work six days 


system guide, so they can find ways to visit 
parts of Eugene, such as the Whiteaker neigh- 
borhood or north Eugene. 

Rhodes says bike rental programs through- 
out the city are maxed out already, so the city is 
asking residents to offer visitors their personal 
bikes through the app Spinlister. He says the 
city has added bikes to its PeaceHealth Rides 
program, and it plans to begin its e-scooter 
rental program in July. 

Rhodes says the city will have its Riverfront 
Park festival during the World Athletics Champion- 
ships. To get people from Hayward Field to the recently 
completed Riverfront Park, the city will enlist transit 
support from LTD’s EmGo shuttles, which the transit 
agency paid about $40,000 each and launched in 2020, 
as well as the pedal-powered shuttle Pacific Pub Cycle. 

What’s now a common refrain from the city and 
Oregon22 planners, from listing personal homes on 
Airbnb or serving as drivers on rideshare, is asking 
residents to help out. This time for the safety of visi- 
tors during the 10-day event the city wants residents to

aweek, he says, and LTD needs to hire 13 more full time 
employees to be considered fully staffed. 

LTD is waiving fares only for people attending the 
event; they will need their credentials to board a bus, 
Walsh says. At the June 15 LTD Board of Directors meet- 
ing, Cosette Rees, director of customer and specialized 
services, said LTD will track usage and seek reimburse- 
ment from the state for the free fares. 


minimize driving. And if residents need to do errands, 
they should follow a trip chain style, where activities are 
done in one trip. 

“If we can reduce the amount of congestion on our 
streets, that'll help visitors drive if they need to or feel 
safe and comfortable when they’re walking, biking or 
taking transit,” Rhodes says. @ 
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e Can’t identify that bird 
you just saw or heard singing? 
You might ask Merlin for help. 
That’s the name of our current 
favorite free phone app from 
the Cornell Lab of Ornithology; 
it allows you to identify a bird 
based on its approximate location 
— like “Eugene” — and a photo 
or audio recording made on your 
phone. Try it. It works, and makes 


you feel like an expert birder! 


e The Fossil Free Eugene 
coalition has been pushing the 
city to move away from fossil 
fuels and pursue electrification. 
Back in November the City Council 
voted to explore banning natural 
gas in new buildings, and another 
vote on the topic is planned for 
July. Eugene Weekly is one of the 
papers running ads from natural 
gas company NW Natural as the 
company pushes back against 
the vote. Natural gas was once 
seen by many as a “bridge fuel,” 
but as fracking and methane have 
become huge concerns in the fight 
against climate change, moving 


to clean energy is the way to go. 


« Almost a month later, and 
the May 17 primary election 
results have been certified. 
Now, it’s normal to take some 
time for officials to certify an 
election, but this year’s election 
saw several races that were too 
close for candidates to concede 
or declare victory immediately 
after election night. On June 13, 
the Lane County Elections Office 


certified the primary election, 
and here are some results: 
Eugene City Councilor Jennifer 
Yeh won her election by about 
350 votes, the Springfield seat 
on the Lane County Board of 
County Commissioners went in 
favor of gun-toting David Loveall 
by 98 votes, the east Lane 
Commissioner Heather Buch kept 
her seat by nearly 500 votes and 
west Lane is going to a runoff 
between retiring Commissioner 
Jay Bozievich’s heir apparent Ryan 
Ceniga and Dawn Lesley (Ceniga 
had a 311-vote lead over Lesley, 
but not enough to win in May). 
And this election saw a write-in 
campaign succeed. Former Lane 
County Commissioner Jerry Rust 
received 290 write-in votes to 
receive the Democratic Party 
nomination to run against 
Republican state Representative 
Boomer Wright, who represents 
parts of Lane, Douglas and Coos 
counties. We know midterm 
elections aren't sexy, but let these 
narrow margins remind you that 
every vote matters, especially at 


the local level. 


¢ The 4J school board 
selected its director of 
secondary education Andy Dey 
as the new superintendent on 
a 4-3 vote. Pending successful 
contract negotiations, Dey 
starts July 1. The fractured 
vote is another indicator that 
it’s still rough seas with the 
Eugene school board, and many 
candidates wouldn’t walk into a 
situation like that — especially 
since Alma Advisory Group, the 
search firm the board utilized, 
told the school board its divisions 
were an obstacle in the search. 
The Register-Guard reports that 


Dey said he is Eastern Band of 
Cherokee Indian and Choctaw 
but not an enrolled member of 
any Indigenous tribe. A glance at 
Dey’s Oregon voter registration 
says he is aregistered Republican, 
an interesting choice considering 
the pushback some board

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CRESWELL BUSINESSES COLLECT MONEY TO HELP A LOCAL 
RESTAURANT OWNER RECOVER FROM UNEXPECTED DISASTER

hen a large pickup truck and 
camper suddenly crashed 
through the front of Creswell’s 
Dak Thai Cuisine restaurant the 
morning of June 18, shutting the 
restaurant down, Seth Clark knew 
he had to do something to help. 

As seen in photos posted on social media, the truck 
nearly disappeared into the building when it knocked 
down the front wall of the restaurant, leaving the large 
slide-in camper dangling on the sidewalk. 

Clark, who owns and operates Blue Valley Bistro in 
Creswell along with his wife, Melissa Clark, remembered 
how important community support was when their 
coffeehouse was the victim of a burglary in December. 

“My wife and I were like, ‘Oh, my goodness,” Clark 
says. “We’ve got to do something.” 

“Something” quickly meant collecting donations to 
help Dak Thai and its owner, Venus Crofts, with uninsured 
expenses, such as lost revenue while repairs are made 
tothe building. The restaurant, run by Crofts, her sister 
and their parents, opened in March 2020, immediately 
closed due to the pandemic, and then reopened that July 
to serve takeout. It specializes in homestyle Thai food 
and was profiled in Eugene Weekly’s Creswell-focused 
Spring Chow issue on May 5.

The pickup driver, who was not hurt in the accident, 
apparently lost control before his truck hit the front of 
the building, took out the restaurant’s small seating area 
and even damaged the kitchen, Crofts says in an email. 

“l’m not certain yet when we will be able to re-open,” 
she says, “but I’m coordinating with our landlord to 
make sure we will be able to open as soon as possible. 
Luckily, | am fortunate to have a very lovely and caring 
landlord. He helped us through this ordeal and is very 
kind and generous.” 

Clark says he hasn’t counted the money collected so 
far at Blue Valley, but he thought that it totaled between 
$500 and $1,000 as of June 20. 

Other businesses have also stepped up to collect money 
to help the restaurant out, Crofts says, including the 
Round Up Saloon next door to Dak Thai; Pazzo, another 
eatery in town; and Creswell Health Mart pharmacy. 

“My parents and! were overwhelmed by the kindness, 
the love and the support our neighbors showed us,” Crofts 
says. “Creswellis not just acommunity, but Creswell isa 
family and we definitely felt that to the fullest.” 

“This is what it is to live ina small community,” Clark 
says. &

nJune 6, Oregon Psilocybin Services — a branch 

of the Oregon Health Authority — announced it 

will begin licensing training centers for psilocy- 

bin therapists, commonly known as facilitators. 

This is the most recent development in OHA’s 
implementation of Measure 109. 

Measure 109 is a2020 state ballot measure that legal- 
ized the use of psilocybin mushrooms in licensed service 
centers to treat depression, addiction, PTSD and end of 
life anxiety. It created the Oregon Psilocybin Advisory 
Board and Oregon Psilocybin Services under OHA. The 
board is responsible for making recommendations to 
OHA, who is responsible for the regulation of psilocybin 
therapy in Oregon. The measure allows the cultivation of 
asingle species of mushroom called “psilocybe cubensis” 
—anon-native species of mushroom from Cuba. 

Measure 109 is considered a breakthrough for mental 
health among the psilocybin community, but it comes 
with limitations. Measure 109 could lead to restrictions 
on spiritual and Indigenous practitioners in the state of 
Oregon, and the costs associated with the treatment 
centers may limit accessibility for people who could 
benefit the most. 


According to OHA, training center applications will be 
reviewed over the next few weeks before receiving their 
training licenses. 

Subtle Winds is a local training and transformative 
therapy center seeking training certification with the 
state and will seek service center certification when the 
state begins taking applications Jan. 2, 2023. Organi- 
zations like Subtle Winds still face challenges. For one, 
local governments still have the opportunity to opt out 
of Measure 109, according to Subtle Winds co-founder 
and director Benjamin Brubaker.

Additionally, the state is still developing rules and 
regulations, which makes planning ahead difficult. “There 
aren't any solid answers to what models will actually be 
approved by the state. At this point, there's still a lot of 
unknown up in the air. We're kind of on the crux of moving 
this work forward, and hopefully bringing it into our 
conventional paradigm as a modality that's effective,” 
says Subtle Winds co-founder and director Kate Gillespie. 

Psilocybin remains a Schedule I substance, which means 
that the federal government views it as having no medical 
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use and likely to be abused. Cannabis is under the same 
classification, and as a result the industry is taxed heav- 
ily. According to Brubaker this can make the industry 
difficult to access for small local companies. 

“We do have grave concerns that the state and or 
the federal government is going to put in place require- 
ments that are going to basically push out anybody that 
doesn't come in witha hefty amount of outside ownership 
investment, that only a larger corporation would have,” 
Brubaker says. “it would be a travesty to the ecosystem, 
if those are the only groups that can survive.” 


Brian Fishman moved to Eugene six years ago and 
almost immediately got involved in the ethnobotanical 
community. Since the OHA announcement he has signed 
up with a Portland-based training center to be trained as 
a psilocybin facilitator. 

Fishman has a bachelor's degree in biology and a 
master’s in biochemistry from Oregon Health and Science 
University. He worked as a clinical manager for a Eugene 
cancer center and now does project management for a 
company that develops cancer therapy. Despite his long 
background in the medical field, Fishman says that his 
interest in psilocybin is personal. 

Fishman signed up as a facilitator because he says he 
believes that psilocybin can help people. “[I] appreciate 
the real therapeutic value of some of these substances 
when they’re viewed as such and approached with proper 
intention,” he says 

The potential benefits of psilocybin therapy have been 
studied for years by organizations around the world. Johns 
Hopkins University in Maryland began its research in 
2006, and research by Compass Pathways — a U.K.-based 
company — and Usona — a research nonprofit based in 
Wisconsin — has been granted “breakthrough therapy” 
status by the FDA.

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Breakthrough therapies are treatments that have 
evidence of being more effective than currently avail- 
able therapy at treating a specific condition and are fast 
tracked by the FDA. 

These breakthrough therapies are focused on helping 
people with treatment resistant depression and major 
depressive disorder. 


Measure 109 Potential Shortcomings 

Measure 109 is the first law in the U.S. to legalize the 
use of psilocybin, but there is still discussion around the 
policy on the subjects of accessibility and inclusion. 

According to Rachel Anderson, co-founder of Edelic, 
alocal nonprofit that houses an ethnobotanical library 
and hosts weekly community meetings, the treatment 
sessions could be anywhere from $1,000 to $5,000. “It’s 
not available to Oregon Health Plan [users] like any 
insurance. It may not be equitable and accessible for 
all who are needing this kind of service, because of the 
financial cost.” 

Measure 109 also has the potential to limit religious 
and spiritual practitioners like Indigenous communities 
who use a variety of natural psychedelic substances for

TWO FORMER UO PHYSICS GRAD

wo of the three founders of the Eugene-based 
Emano Metrics met as graduate students at the 
University of Oregon’s Department of Physics, 
but were interested in something other than 
academic research. 

“We wanted to start a business,” Bishara Korkor says 
about co-founder Teddy Hay and himself. “We were always 
throwing business ideas at each other.” 

One of the ideas that stuck came from Hay’s father, 
Alan Hay, who’s the third co-founder of the company 
and a Salem-based urologist. Alan Hay asked Teddy if 
he thought asmartphone’s microphone could be used to 
measure someone’s urine flow rate, a measure of prostate 
health, just by sound. 

About three years — and one patent — later, Emano 
Metrics’ program Emano Flow can quantify urine flow rate 
and help physicians understand their patients’ urinary 
issues with just a smartphone microphone, Korkor says. 

The technology, he adds, minimizes the amount of 
time patients have to spend journaling about their bath- 
room trips. 

“There’s asmartphone in everybody’s pocket, even if 
you look at the older population that has the particular 
urological issues,” Korkor says. “They’ve got smartphones 
and know well enough how to use them to hit the record 
button in an application.” 

Health issues related to prostates are common with 
older men and people assigned male at birth as they age.

American men will develop prostate cancer, and it’s the 
second cause of death in the U.S., behind heart disease. 

There are a few ways to monitor prostate health, Korkor 
says. To see how the small gland between the penis and 
bladder, called the prostate, is impeding urination, he 
says patients have a few options. One is a single urine 
test and the other is a diary. 

The problem with the current urology standard of 


ceremony and ritual. In May, the licensing and equity 
subcommittees of the Oregon Psilocybin Advisory Board 
made proposals to the board that outlined the ways in 
which the OHA could create legal exceptions for religious 
and spiritual practitioners. 

The board declined to recommend the proposals to 
the Oregon Health Authority, claiming that the OHA had 
no authority to make the desired exceptions due to the 
way Measure 109 was written. 

Ifno exceptions are made, entheogenic practitioners 
— people using psychedelic substances for religious or 
ceremonial purposes — would be subject to the same 
restrictions as manufacturers, facilitators and service 
centers and, if they do not comply, would be subject to 
legal action. 

Some of the ways that Measure 109 would limit entheo- 
genic practitioners are laid out inamemorandum from the 
Oregon Department of Justice. For example, Measure 109 
allows the indoor cultivation of psilocybe cubensis only 
when many Indigenous communities cultivate Oregon 
native plants outdoors. Additionally, under Measure 109, 
psilocybin must be sold and cannot be given or included 
with services which conflict with many spiritual practices. = 


measurement ofa single flow test, he says, is that it doesn’t 
provide an accurate picture of how a prostate impacts 
flow. “Single sample tests are notoriously problematic 
for anything that is sampled from a large distribution,” 
Korkor says, referring to the number of times people 
use the bathroom in a day. “The maximum flow rate by 
an individual is totally variable across their urinations.” 

He adds that if a patient’s maximum flow rate is 20 
milliliters per second, “it is quite common in some urina- 
tions to have it as low as 10 and others as high as 30.” 

Patients may also have to fill out a bladder diary, 
writing down how much they drink and estimate how 
much they pee and how often they go. “It’s really tough 
to get patients to fill it out,” he says. But, Korkor adds, 
the nearly 100 patients who have used Emano Flow so 
far have shown higher rates of compliance, and that’s 
provided physicians with an objective view of a patient’s 
urine flow, Korkor says. 

Emano Flow is meant to allow patients to measure 
their urine flow, which could reduce clinic staff and office 
costs related to the test. Since patients can measure their 
urine flow at home over several days, it provides physi- 
cians with an accurate estimate of the average maximum 
flow rate, Korkor says. 

When the product is finished, the patient will record 
their urine flow with their smartphone and the audio 
recording will be sent to Emano Metrics’ server, which will 
analyze the data. The measurement is sent to the urologist. 

Emano Metrics is trying to start a clinical trial with 
Oregon Health and Science University, which Korkor 
says would be an accuracy study as a way to keep up with 
the company’s competitors who have similar technology. 
Thus far he says the company has heard positive feed- 
back from early users. 

He says Emano Metrics heard from a physician who 
was able to use data from a patient using Emano Flow to 
discern between different urinary conditions. The patient 
was complaining about waking up at night to urinate, he 
says, referring to testimony submitted by a physician 
enrolled in the program. It was a scenario that a physician 
without the urinary flow data may have hypothesized the 
patient had benign prostatic hyperplasia (also known as 
an enlarged prostate). 

“The guy was just taking a drug that was causing him 
to urinate at night, and once he stopped taking the drug, 
he stopped having the problem,” Korkor says. “Now he’s 
minus one drug instead of plus one drug.” =

Last April, the Sixth Assessment Report of the Intergovernmental Panel of Climate Change (IPCC), using data based on i 4 ne x ia 

14,000 scientific articles, set forth the actions necessary to prevent further deterioration of the Earth's climate. It said that i a lea Core pin H 

global greenhouse gas emissions would need to peak before 2025, at the latest, and be reduced by 43% by 2030 if global FY 
warming was to remain below 1.5°C (27°F). Atmospheric methane would also need to be reduced by about a third. The OF i 
non-profit environmental organization, Job One for Humanity, has indicated several excellent reasons that the IPCC report 22 298 


underestimated the necessary reductions by 20-40%. If Job One for Humanity is correct, the major industrial nations must 
reduce their use of fossil fuel by 75% by 2025 and to net zero by 2035 to prevent runaway global heating. This means that 
within three--at the most, eight and a half--years, political, social, and economic actions must have dramatically reversed 
the course of the use of fossil fuels of the past 100 years. There is no reason to believe that that will happen.

The importance of designating an 1.5°C temperature increase over pre-industrial measurements is that, if exceeded, major radical changes in the Earth's ecology will occur. Job One for Humanity 
(JOfH), uses a different measurement of a tipping point--425-450 ppm of atmospheric carbon dioxide--at which level, unstoppable global heating will occur. Once the tipping point of 1.5°C or 450 ppm is 
exceeded, any realistic or practical control of future global warming to prevent mass extinctions is impossible. The warnings of the IPCC and JOfH are similar in that the timing and necessity of drastic 
reductions in use of fossil fuels must occur immediately to prevent runaway additions of CO,

have increased about 12 times or 400%. In 2022, the ia 
production of fossil fuels and the emissions of CO, 
are likely to increase to their highest levels. 
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The level of future production and consumption of fossil fuels is uncertain. Such events as the impact of lowered demand during the Covid pandemic and of the disruptions caused by the Russian 
invasion of Ukraine make even short term projections difficult. Nevertheless, 7he Guardian newspaper (May 11, 2022) made an extensive survey of the fossil fuel production plans of all major fossil fuel 
companies. It indicated that within the next seven years fossil fuel industries have plans for gigantic oil and gas projects--what the The Guardian calls “carbon bombs'--that would result in a billion 
tonnes of CO, emissions. Over their lifetimes those emissions would equal 18 years of emissions at current levels. Global emissions must remain below 500 gigatonnes C02 to have a 50% chance of 
preventing 1.5°C of global warming. However, ongoing and scheduled projects would produce 646 gigatonnes C02; thus vastly exceed the 15°C target. 


The world's twelve largest energy companies plan to spend $103 million a day until 2030 in producing fuels from new fields. The Guardian reports: “This means that the major fossil fuel 
producing companies have committed themselves to exceed the global carbon budget in the next 7 years.’ These huge oil and gas corporations will also receive national subsidies. (At present, the 
US subsidizes fossil fuels about $2000 per capita each year.) And under the Energy Charter Treaty, energy companies have received large financial awards from national governments as mitigation 
for losses they have incurred because of public policies. 


National pledges to reduce CO, emissions since the Paris Climate Conference of 2015 and renewed at the Glasgow Conference last November, are far from being met. Each delay in meeting the 
15°C goal makes it increasingly unlikely that it can be attained. Over forty years ago, scientists both at EXON and in the Jimmy Carter administration recognized the direct connection between the 
burning of fossil fuels and the amount of CO, in the atmosphere. Between then and the 6" IPCC report of last April, additional scientific studies, numerous national and international meetings, as 
well as a constant stream of United Nations’ reports, conferences, agreements, and national pledges have been made. In the meantime, atmospheric carbon has increased from 317 ppm to 421.71 
ppm on June 14, 2022.

DISCOVER ‘BIOLOGY RISING’ BY JULIE ANDERSON BAILEY

nart show at the Eugene Down- 

town Library highlights human- 

ity, biology, COVID-19, female 

activists and the American flag. 

On the second floor of the 

library, in the magazines and 

newspaper room, there are four 

art installations by artist, writer and fifth-genera- 

tion Oregonian Julie Anderson Bailey. Each work 

is located strategically above waist level, so it is 

impossible to miss them when entering a room 

full of desks and shelves. As you walk into the main 

entrance, make a left, take a deep breath and let 
the journey begin. 

“Biology Rising” is an installation, over four 
windows, of nearly 900 light green circles composed 
of old sewing pattern tissue paper, wire, gel pad 
and Oregon beeswax. Hanging from thin threads, 
multiple semi-transparent circles create what 
looks like enormous floating clouds. The intrigu- 
ing part is that each circle houses a particular 
internal design. 

Look closer, and you will find patterns inspired 
by volvox, a genus of freshwater algae. Anderson 
Bailey committed close to 64.0 hours to work on 
the circles as it helped her deal with her grief and 
look up to something each day after losing her 
mother in December of last year. “It gives your 
hands something to do and gives your heart some- 
thing to do,” she says. 

Located on the walls between the windows is 
“Hues of Life,” a series of nine cradled wood panel 
displays of circle prints that pay tribute to microl- 
ogy and humanity. They are, after all, part of the 
first collection. The difference: They deliver macro views 
in different tones and shades. A few steps away is “The 
Art of COVID,” which includes five black-framed mixed- 
media paintings made on paper and using acrylic paint. 
Now, look carefully at the shapes, colors, tones and lines.

gives us a hint: “This is telling a story of COVID, 
the world and the pandemic. And this narrative 
of — we have to work together, and the politics 
and the division.” 

These reflections led Anderson Bailey to inquire 
about what people thought regarding the Ameri- 
can flag, and this was how “The State of Hope” was 
born. The collection includes seven mixed-media 
framed and canvas collages located on the wall 
across the window display. You can find images of 
American female activists, the American flag and 
quoted views about it from friends, family members, 
volunteers and social media users. 

Did you find the white and orange butterflies 
in one of the pieces? Did you recognize any of the 
faces portrayed in the collection? Have you read 
all the quotes? This collection has multiple dimen- 
sions and approaches; that is the beauty of art. 

Your final stop: Locate the two glass display 
cabinets on the sides of the main entrance. In 
them, you will find the artist’s biography, detailed 
descriptions and documentation regarding her 
exhibition, and tools and references used in her 
work. But there is more than meets the eye. What 
is art if not the opportunity to interpret it as you 
please and perhaps connect with it? 

There are several ways to explain the relation- 
ship between art and the artist. “It is the way that 
we process the world, right? It is the way that we 
figure things out,” Anderson Bailey says. For her, 
this exhibition has a personal and social meaning. 
What is displayed on the second floor of the Eugene 
Library is the work of an artist who has dedicated 
almost her entire life to multiple artistic expres- 
sions, including art, painting, drama and music. »

Please be careful out there. — Dan 
As a queer man of color — I’m Asian — I feel wounded whenever I am exposed to gay 
men in New York City, Toronto, or any city where white gay men dominate. Gay men, 
mostly whites and Asians, reject me because of my race and no one admits to their 
sexual racism. | understand that sexual attraction is subconscious for many people. 
But it is unfair for a gay Asian like myself to be constantly marginalized and rejected. 
I fight for gay rights, too. | believe in equality, too. | had the same pain of being gay in 
high school and the same fears when coming out, too. Why is there no acceptance, no 
space, no welcome for me in this white-painted gay community? I’m six-foot-one, 160 

pounds, fit and very good-looking. What can I do? | might as well be a sexless monk. 
— Enraged Dude Details Infuriating Experience 

“| relate to a lot of what EDDIE is feeling here,” says Joel Kim Booster, a Brooklyn-based 
writer and comedian. “The double-edged sword of living in a city with a large gay community 
is that the community gets so large that we finally have the opportunity to marginalize peo- 
ple within it.” 

Jeff Chu, a writer who also lives in Brooklyn, can relate: “Racism still thrives in the gay 
community, just as in broader society,” Chu says. “Many of us who are Asian American come 
out of the closet and walk into this weird bamboo cage, where we’re either fetishized or ig- 
nored. Many times I’d go into a gay bar and see guys playing out some gross interracial porno 
in their heads — with me playing the part of their Chinese pocket gay. Others (the ones | was 
interested in, to be candid) would act as if | were wearing an invisible cheongsam.” 

Chu feels there’s plenty of blame to go around for this sad state of affairs. “It’s the gay 
media,” he says. “It’s Hollywood. Even with all the LGBT characters we have on TV now, what 
images do we have of Asian American ones? It’s that LGBT-rights organizations still haven’t 
diversified enough, especially in their leadership. And it’s all of us, when we're lazy and don’t 
confront our own prejudices.” 

Booster and Chu are right: Racism is a problem in the gay community, some people within 
are unfairly and cruelly marginalized, and we all need to confront our own prejudices. 

Even you, EDDIE. You cite your height (tall!), weight (slim!) and looks (VGL!) as proof you’ve 
faced sexual rejection based solely on your race. But short, heavy, average-looking/uncon- 
ventionally-attractive guys face rejection for not being tall, lean or conventionally hot, just 
as you've faced rejection for not being white. (The cultural baggage and biases that inform 
a preference for, say, tall guys is a lot less toxic than the cultural baggage and biases that 
inform a preference for white guys — duh, obviously.) 

“As a stereotypically short Chinese guy, my first reaction to reading EDDIE’s letter? Damn, 
he’s six-foot-one! I’m jealous,” Chu says. “And that’s also part of the problem. |, like many others, 
have internalized an ideal: tall, gym-perfected, blah blah blah — and, above all, white.” 

Booster was also struck by your stats. “It’s hard for me to wrap my head around any six- 
foot-one, fit, VGL guy having trouble getting laid,” he says. “On paper, this is the gay ideal! | don’t 
really consider myself any of those things — and I have a perfectly respectable amount of sex.” 

Booster, who somehow manages to have plenty of sex in New York’s “white-painted gay 
community,” has some practical tips for you. “EDDIE should stay away from the apps if the 
experience becomes too negative,” Booster says. “If logging on to a hookup app bums him 
out, take a break. Being a double minority can be isolating, but living in a big city can be great. 
There are meet-ups and clubs and activities for all stripes. Join a gay volleyball league — truly 
where gay Asian men thrive — or find one of the many gay Asian nights at one of the gay bars 
around the city. They’re out there.” 

Chu has also managed to find romantic success in New York. “I’ve been where EDDIE is, 
except shorter, less fit and less good-looking, and somehow | found a husband,” Chu says. 
“The monastery wasn’t my calling, and | suspect it’s not EDDIE’s, either.” 

A quick word to gay white men: It’s fine to have “preferences.” But we need to examine 
our preferences and give some thought to the cultural forces that may have shaped them. Do 
yourself the favor of making sure your preferences are actually yours, and not some limited 
and limiting racist “preference” pounded into your head by TV, movies and porn. And while 
preferences are allowed (and gay men of color have them, too), there’s no excuse for littering 
Grindr or Tinder or Recon — or your conversations in bars — with dehumanizing garbage 
like “no Asians,” “no Blacks,” “no femmes,” “no fatties,” etc. (But “no Republicans” is fine.) 

The last word goes to Booster: “A note to the rice queens who will undoubtedly write in 
about this man: We like that you like us. But liking us solely because of our race can be un- 
comfortable at best, and creepy as hell at worst. In my experience, it’s perfectly OK to keep 
some of those preferences behind the curtain while you get to know us a bit as humans first.”

| recently moved to the South, and on Grindr I’m noticing a lot more racist messaging 
in profiles, sometimes as overt as “no Blacks” and “no Asians.” I’m wondering what | 
can (or should) do as a chat user? Is it sufficient just to block these people? Should | flag 
their profiles? Or should | message them and ask them to change their profile?

Ugh, “just my preference” gays. 

JMPGs pop up everywhere, of course, but they’re thicker on the ground in more conser- 
vative areas. And while you can find examples of white gays in their 30s and 40s (and older) 
doing this kind of crap, it sometimes seems to be more prevalent among younger gay white 
men. These young guys — often recently out and from overwhelmingly white areas — get 
online and start saying dumb, racist shit. So long as they stay in Kansas or Utah, GEAR, they 
don’t get a lot of pushback. But once a UMPG moves to Chicago or Los Angeles, they sud- 
denly encounter pushback. Other gay men — reformed JMPGs or never-ever-were JMPGs 
— start to get in their faces about how unacceptable and harmful this shit is. 

Decent gay men of all ages and races despair over this “just my preference” crap because 
it never seems to stop. But that’s not true; it does stop. After gay people who know better 
(and are better) get in the face of a JMPG, his latent moral imagination can kick into gear. 
The JMPG starts to think about how it would feel to be on the receiving end of this shit, may- 
be he recalls the Golden Rule back from Sunday School, perhaps he makes a few non-white 
friends and listens to them. Maybe he even starts to question his own precious preferences. 
(Are they his actual preferences? Or did he mindlessly adopt preferences assigned to him by 
Hollywood and porn?) And then maybe — hopefully, ideally — he stops being a MPG. Even if 
he figures out that, yes, he’s primarily attracted to other white guys, he realizes he can act on 
his preferences — he can fuck the guys he wants to fuck — without needlessly disparaging 
anyone along the way. 

What happens next... well, what happens next is kinda depressing. Another young and/or 
dumb JMPG moves to town and the whole someone-needs-to-get-in-his-face process starts 
up all over again. So, when you see a JMPG with “no Blacks” or “no Asians” or “no fats” or “no 
femmes” in their profile, GEAR, push back. Tell him he’s being an asshole. Getting through to 
JMPGs is slow, one-dude-at-at-time work, but you can be part of the solution. 
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
